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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5-7, 9 10 14 16 and 17are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Examiner is uncertain what applicant means by the limitation " wherein a width of 
said third signal line is set between the first signal line and the second signal line". 
Does this limitation mean that the third signal line is place between the first and second 
signal lines or does it mean that the width of the third signal line is set to between the 
width of the first and second signal lines. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 12, 13, 18, and 19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Shirasaki US Patent 6,726,488 in view of Doshita US Patent 

5,251,108. 

The primary reference Shirasaki disclose in figure 1 and 2, a high frequency 
wiring board comprising of a first line conductor 3 having a width of an edge portion 3b 
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thereof being less than a width of another portion thereof; and a second line conductor 4 
different from the first line conductor 3, which is connected to the edge portion of the 
first line conductor. The first and second line conductor disposed in different layers of a 
dielectric substrate 2 respectively. The edge portion 3b the first line conductor is 
arranged to overlap with the second line conductor; and a through conductor 5 is 
provided to connect said edge portion of said first line conductor to said edge portion of 
said second line conductor. (Column 5; line 7 through column 6; line 56)

Thus, Shirasaki is shown to teach all the limitations of the claim with the 
exception of a plurality of conductors provided to connect the edge portion of the first 
high frequency line to the end portion of the second high frequency transmission line. 

Doshita teach in figure 1 , a first conductor 1 1 connected to a second conductor 
12 through a plurality of 20a and 20b. (Column 2, lines 15 through column 3; line 3) 
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One of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have found to 
obvious to replace the single through hole 5 of Shirasaki with the plurality of through 
holes as taught by Doshita. 

The motivation for this modification would have been to increase the reliability of 
the electrical connection. (Column 1; lines 49-50) 

Response to Arguments
